THE RARITAN ICE CO.

Last year, the following token was reported in the NTCA journal, 
Talkin' Tokens. 





Obverse - Raritan Ice Co./Good At/Ice House/Upper Lock. 
Reverse - Good For/100/In Ice. Red vulcanite, round, 25 mm. 


This token was most likely from a location on the Delaware and 
Raritan Canal, since the canal had numerous locks. a map of the 
canal showed the location of all the locks, but they were all 
numbered, without any names. So , where was the Upper Lock 

located? The D & R canal State Park, History Department, provided 
the answer. The Upper lock was Lock No. 13 and was located in New 
Brunswick, just west of the P.RR bridge. The lock and that portion 
of the canal, no longer exist, as it was covered over in the 1980's 
when Route 18 was built. 


To determine the era this token was in use, I contacted the New 
Brunswick Public Library and received the following information; 
1872 and 1873 city directories listed the Raritan Ice Co., cor. 
Neilson and Somerset. 

1877 and 1878 city directories listed a Raritan Ice Works, George, 
ab. Railroad.

JERSEY VIGNETTES TO KILL FOR

Wouldn’t it be great to go to a flea market and find an unlisted scrip note from Belvidere, 
Phillipsburg or some other Delaware River town with this gorgeous vignette of the Delaware 
Water Gap? You wish? 


I do too, but sorry to say, this vignette is known today only in a sample book published 
circa 1863 by the New York lithographer Snyder, Black and Sturn. This firm did print many Civil 
War era scrip notes that circulated in our state, and unlisted ones turn up fairly frequently, so the 
possibility does exist of finding one with the Water Gap scene. Browsing through the sample 
book, a New Jersey scrip collector would recognize a number of vignettes that do appear on 
known scrip issues, such as the resting farmer (sample No. 509), canal boat scene (sample No. 
146), patriotic figure (sample No. 518) and passenger train (sample No. 134) that appear on the 
series of .05, .10, .25 and .50 notes issued November 1%, 1862, by L. R. Vredenburgh of 
Somerville. I have enlarged the Water Gap illustration 1.3x to bring out the details. Keep your 
eyes open for it. 


The Princeton Bank 5.00 note is one of a series with local historical scenes and portraits 
issued when the bank was chartered in 1834. The central vignette, after Charles Willson Peale’s 
painting “Death of Mercer,” shows the mortally wounded General Hugh Mercer at the Battle of 
Princeton, defended by George Washington, with Nassau Hall, where the painting hangs, in the 
distant background. According to an eyewitness account: “Both armies kept on marching towards 
one another, until the infantry come to use the bayonets. Our company being on the extreme left, 
had to face the enemy’s right; consisting of granadiers, highlanders, &c. their best troops. Our left 
line gave way — but before I moved, saw the second come up, and Gen. Merser, who was killed, 
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War,” pamphlet in the National Archives, reproduced
